morning I think yon did an injustice to 
the firm of which I am a party, but be- 
lieving yon were misled I auk a small 
space to correct you, in behalf, more 
particularly, of Mr. Lake, who U cer- 
tainly not to blame for my personal 
tots since the suspension of the bank.

The Lodge Matter. 


If all the items published by the 


Gazette about the Savings Bank have 
been as incorrect as the one last ever 
mug relative to the affairs of Truckee 
Lodge, No. 14, I. O. O. F., then the 
Gazette is greatly to blame.
